prodigious fea and furf, and in which we were 
near an hour ; fometimes it was not half leg 
deep, and as the furf came in we were covered 
by it at leaft 10 feet. How we a'! managed to 
get afhore is really a miracle. On Wednelday, 
at day light we made the Highlands of Never 

fink, it blowing very heavy fromnerth weit by 
welt, flood for the Hook, aad were once witein 
fix miles of it, the gale incresfed, and at 10 o’- 
clock finding it impoffible to reach the Hook, we 
ttood of, and at 12 hove too under a clofe reef- 
ed foreiail, it fnowing now anathen. ais day 
we had four of the hands froit bimen ; tirce of 
them fo much fo, as to be unabse entirely to do 
cuty. During the night it cleared awey ; the 
gale continuing if any thing to increafe. 

Oa Vharfday, at 12 o’clock, we hid an obfer- 
vation, and found we had drifted to fouthward 30 
miles, at 1 o’clock we made what fii! we could 
hoilt, which was done by the captain, one man 
ani myfelf, with the afliflance of the win 
and floo. north weft, the wind having 
ing thifted co weit and by fouth, and «rich courfe 
we iteered until the Aruck. Thethird or fourth 
thamp the rudder was carried awiy; and for 
about an hour the fea broke over hei ufiea half 
malt high. Atcduiy light we few cais iitile 1f- 
and, wnich lies very low. We immediately got 
our boat under the [chooner’s bow, and «li hands, 
eight in aumber, got into bér, avd fortunately 
govt feto thore. in about four hours we dii- 
covered a houle, for which we gladiy made the 
beft of our way. I can in no way blame captain 
Spotfwood for this accident, for I realiy think 
he is as cautious a man as! ever knew :t fea.
